Mourning and Misrepre- 
sent in 

While mourning ovorthe ludicrous 
failure of the brilliant financial scheme 
of its feedersj the prone little organ 
at tho "Royal City" takes us to task 
for announcing, .as it asserts, in a 
spirit of rejoicing tho fact that Mr. 
Mackenzie declined to introduce into 
tho Dominion Parliament a measure 
giving effect to the British Columbia 
Bill for altering the Terms of Union, 
and it represents lis as fiendishly 
chuckling over tho prospect _of road- 
making in the inWibr being brought 
to a stand. Nothing could well be 
more unfair. In the first place, why 
should those works depend upon tho 
success of the capitalization scheme? 
Did not the Government, feeling ap- 
prehensive tliat the "saving clause" 
might spoil their little game of "re- 
laxation," have a Bill passed enabling 
the money to be raised elsewhere, in 
the ovent, of not getting it from Cana- 
da ? Why, then, all this nonsense 
about public works being stopped ? In 
the second place, why should not we 
rejoice with tho people in every Dis- 
trict (perhaps wo should except New 
Westminster) upon tho preservation 
of the Terms of Union? What- 
ever difference of opinion on 
the subject may hitherto have exist- 
ed, the refusal of Mr. Mackenzie to 
to implement our legislation settles that. 
There can only be one reason for declin- 
ing to handover those monies to British 
Columbia in the terms of the Bill, and 
that reason is precisely the one which in- 
duced the Loyal Opposition to insist so 
pertinaciously upon the insertion of tue 
"Saving Clause." It has thus been do- 
moustreted beyonrl tho possibility of 
doubt that tho Government were wrong 
and the Opposition right. We say, the 
people in every district rejoice that the 
Terms of Union have been preserved. 
There is probably not more than one 
community in the Province that would 
not rejoico at this, even should tho price 
of preservation be delay in n >edod public 
wuiKs; for, however much roads and 
money expenditure may be needed, most 
peoplo would prefer to wait il year or bo 
rather than invabdato or eveu weaken 
that term of terms— that magnum bonum 
of Confederation -the Railway Coven- 
ant. We are charged with preferring 
self and party to tho general good. With 
infinitely greater show cf reason might 
we accuse tho Government party of be- 
ing willing to risk tue railway and incur 
general stagnation and ruin in order that 
they may hold oflico and continue to 
draw nutriment from the public exche- 
quer— for that is really tho plain English 
of it. The motto, "Self first, everything 
else afterward," we, therefore, hurl baek 
in the teeth of the organ.

It will have been observed that In- 
dian affairs in this Province are to 
be managed by a Council of three — 
the Lieutenant-Governor and two 
paid Commissioners. As an Execu- 
tive body, this is doubtless very well; 
but we confess that we could wish to 
see valuable experience in our midst 
utalized in a larger council of advice. 
The remoteness of British Columbia 
from tho Federal centre renders it 
almost necessary that largo powers 
should be vested in a local body; and 
wbile implying no want of confidence 
in tbe Executive Triumvirate, it would 
bo a great advantage to have 
the advice of gentlemen of long ex- 
perience and familiarity with Indian 
character and idiosyncrasies—perhaps 
we may add— men whose presence 
would tend to inspire the Indians with 
confidence. It should be borne in 
mind that there are some forty thou- 
sand Indians, scattered over three 
times as many square miles, to govern, 
and that the work of administration 
must be commenced under circum- 
stances not tho most felicitous. The 
duties of tho Triumvirate will be 
onerous and often perplexing, and 
W6 doubt not they would gladly avail 
themselves of the advice of those who 
have perhaps enjoyed better oppor- 
tunities than themselves of acquiring 
that knowledge of the native tribes 
so essential to a successful manage- 
ment of Indian affairs in this Province. 
These remarks are submitted without 
the most lenioto desire to convey tho 
idea of want, of confidence in the pro- 
posed Council.

Ottawa, Ont., April 1C— The voxod 
question as to whether or not the mur- 
aorer of tho ex-President of tho Provis- 
ional Government of Manitaba, and mem- 
ber elect to tho Canadian Commons for 
one of tho districts of Prairie for a consi- 
derable time, shall be admitted, has boon 
agitating tho House of Commons within 
tho last few days, and is drawing to a fo- 
cus.

It was the English against tho French 
and vice versa. Tho House at last purged 
itsslf, and 0' ased from the roll tho mem- 
ber who, by reason of great crimes, poli- 
tical and civil, had not-dared to tako his 
seat.

Tho vote ex- 
pelling him was V2G to ti'2, tho latter being 
made up principally of French votes.

In this department 
tho largest items are, butter, S2.808.£79; 
cheese, $2,280,412; bacon and hains,$2,- 
323,299; wool SI, -118, 197. Tho export of 
agricultural products has not grown 
quite so rapidly ; yet it is very satisfac- 
tory. Five years ago tho exports amount- 
ed to 912,871,055. Last year they footed 
up fifteen million in round numbers. It 
is a noticablo circumstance that, while 
the export of wheat has fallen off from 
3G, 023, 876, to S3, 018, 081, flour and meal 
has increased from 82.029,510 to $3,133,- 
991. Tho export of Canadian manufac- 
tures has risen since Confederation from 
81,572.510, to 82,919,198. Tho exporta- 
tion of spirits has trebled; iron and hard- 
ware have more than doubled deather lias 
nearly trebled. It should bo stated that 
the foregoing merely represent the four 
original Provinces of tho Dominion.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, April 15.— The House of Com- 
mons passed to a second reading the bill 
suppressing the betting houses ■ in Scot- 
land. 

Owing to what ho regards as the unfav- 
orable action of the International Com- 
mission, in regard to tolls on tonnage 
through tho Sue/ Canal, M. do Lessops 
threatens to dismiss his pilots and extin 
guish the lights in the light-houaos, thus 
\ irtually closing tho canal. 

Berlin, April 15.— Tho trial of Arch- 
bishop Ledoohowskie of Puson.for a vio- 
lation of the ecclesiastical laws, resulted 
in his conviction, and ho has beou sen- 
tenced in tho Oontumaoial to dismissal 
from bis See. No appeal from tho judg- 
ment will bo allowed. 

The Reichstadt, by a majoirty of 77, 
voted in favor of tho compromised amend- 
ments to the army bill. En the course of 
the debate General Von Moltke said that 
in consequence of the shouts of revenge it 
was necessary to keep tho hand on the 
sword. Disarmament would surely bring 
war. 

London, April 11— During tho hurri- 
ano yesterday the cable of 1800 stopped 
working. The fault is reported 25 miles 
from Valencia, in shallow water. Two 
cables aro in working order and messages 
will bo transmitted ss usual. 

The land lines between Valencia and 
London wero interrupted yesterday by 
the storm. 

Paris, Anril 17.— The Porte has au- 
thorized the Khedive of Egypt to keep 
tho Suez Canal \n working order, should 
Do Losaeps persist in his refusal to abide 
by the decision of tho International Com- 
mission. 

New York, April 17.— A lleralcl special 
from London says placards aro posted in 
the agricultural districts of England, cau- 
tioning intending emigrants to tho Unit- 
ed States, and staling, on the authority of 
Archibald, in Now York, that -10,000 
hands are ready to return to England. 

London, April 16— In the House of 
Commons this evauing, Sir SUfford 
Nortucote, Chancellor ot the Exchequer, 
Bubmitted tho annual budget. The total 
gross income for the year ending March 
31st, 1874, amounted to £77,335.000, ex- 
ceeding the lowest estimates £3,674,000. 
Gross expenditures for tho year, includ- 
ing tho payment of the Geneva award, 
but not the expenses of the Ashantoe 
war, £7G.4SG,0Ud. Excoss of expenditures 
over'the estimates £1,10(1,000. Estimat- 
ed revenues for the current financial 
vear £77,995,000; estimated expendi- 
ture,' £7*2,630,000, leaving a surplus of 
£5 102.000. These estimates aro virtual- 
ly based on Gladstone's figures. North- 
ooto proposes to dispose of tho surplus 
by reducing tho income tax on« penny in 
tho pound; by abolishing the duties on 
sugar from 1st May; creating additional 
terminable annuities to tho amount of 
£450,000; reducing the national debt 
seven millions in ten years; contributing 
a million to the roliot of low taxation and 
abolishing house licenses. The measures 
it is estimated will absorb tho live mil- 
lions surplus, leaving a residue of £402,- 
000. 

When tho Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had oonoluded his speech explaining the 
figures, Lowe rose and expressed oordial 
approval of tho Budget and its recom- 
mendations. 

A resolution for the abolition of sugar 
duties was immediately moved and pas- 
sed. 

Thursday noxt was agreed upon for 
general debate on the budget. 

In tho House of Lords to-night, Earl 
Russell gave notico that ou May 4th ho 
should ask for copios of tho correspon- 
dence of tho British government with the 
governments of Germany, Franoe,RusBia, 
and Austria, with regard to the muiuton- 
anco of peace. Also, that he should cull 
forcopiea of tho transactions Kent to Thorn 
ton, Minister at Washington, with regard 



Orillia. April 7. — Yesterday even- 
ing a lecture on British Columbia was 
delivered by tho Eov. Thomas Crosby, 
who has spent twenty years of his life 
in that Province. The Music Hall 
waR well filled by a most respectable 
audience, who listened with marked 
attention to tho remarks of tho re- 
verend lecturer.
